“Since Your Majesty and your Lord- 
Ships ask for a plain answer, I will 
give you one... Unless I am. con- 
vinced by Scripture or by right reason, 
for I trust in neither popes nor in 
councils ... unless Iamthusconvinced, 
I am bound by the text of the Bible, 
my conscience is captive to the Word 
of God. I neither can nor will recant 
anything, since it is neither right nor 
safe to act against conscience. God 
help me. Amen.” 

If the sound of Martin Luther’s 
hammer was heard around the world, 
as he nailed his theses to the univer- 
sity door, then these words of his were 
heard with equal force. Luther had 
been born a son of the Catholic 
church. He had been reared in its 
traditions; he was educated in its 
schools; he graduated from its uni- 
versities; he preached from its pul- 
pits; he observed its customs. More 
and more he broke in spirit from the 
practices and doctrines which became 
increasingly repulsive to him. In his 
heart was a seed of soul-honesty which 
rebelled at the unscriptural dogmas 
of his church. When the sale of in- 
dulgences began (pardon and remis-

MINISTERS TO GET SALARY INCREASES 

PHILADELPHIA—(U.P.)—The General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U.S. A. revealed today that 
Presbyteries throughout the nation have been advised to 
give their pastors cost-of-living salary increases. 

The move resulted from an overture passed by the As- 
sembly at its Seattle meeting last May, in which it was 
urged that salaries be boosted to keep the pastors “free 
from world cares and advocations.” 

Each Presbytery has been instructed to establish a com- 
mittee of laymen to consider proper adjustments of pas- 
tors’ salaries. 

Church officials pointed out that the average salary of 
ministers is $3,635. Highest paid areas are Baltimore, Md.; 
Michigan, Illinois, Oklahoma and New Jersey. Lowest paid 
are in Southern sections, with salaries ranging below $2,000 
a year. 

CHURCH OF GOD PASTORS WERE NOT FORGOTTEN 

A measure passed in recent Assembly provides a 15% 
raise in their salary. This is the first increase provided for 
them in ten years. 
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PAUL H. WALKER AND DAVID J. DU PLESSIS 
SERIOUSLY INJURED 

The following report was given by Rev. J. Stewart Brins- 
field upon his, Rev. H. L. Chesser and Rev. R. C. Cook’s 
return from a visit paid these brethren. Our prayers are for 
their speedy recovery. 

Rev. Paul H. Walker, state overseer of West Virginia, and 
Rev. David J. du Plessis, director of the International Pen- 
tecostal Fellowship with offices in Basel, Switzerland, were 
returning to the state headquarters of the Church of God 
in Beckley, West Virginia, from a special service at Clarks- 
burg on Friday, October 8, when their car collided with the 
engine of a freight train. The accident occurred seventeen 
miles from Beckley. Both men were seriously injured. 

Brother Walker suffered internal injuries of the chest, 
causing complications from pneumonia and pleurisy. He 
also suffered injuries to his left lower limb, requiring sur- 
gery and the removal of the kneecap. At first, medical 
authorities at the Rawleigh General Hospital, in Beckley, 
had little, if any, hopes for Brother Walker. However, God 
has come to the rescue, and he is progressing in the fight 
for his life. 

Brother du Plessis suffered a compound fracture of his 
lower left limb and lacerations about the face. He escaped 
internal injuries and is progressing satisfactorily. 

Both of these men are outstanding leaders. Brother 
Walker has been one of our leading men in the Church of 
God for years, having served as Assistant General Over- 
seer, and a member of the Supreme Council. He has been 
a state overseer for more than two decades. At present

Text: St. John 4:23, “. . . true wor- 
shippers shall worship the Father in 
spirit and in truth: for the Father 
seeketh such to worship him. God is a 
Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in 
truth.”

How does the Party get the money 
for all this? 

At first it received money from Mos- 
cow but now it raises millions of dol- 
lars here in the United States through 
dues, foundations, endowments, special 
drives, and appeals. 

Do only Communists carry out Com- 
munist work? 

No. The Party uses what it calls 
“Fellow Travelers” and “Front Organ- 
izations” in some of its most effective 
work. | 

What is a fellow traveler? 

One who sympathizes with the 
Party’s aims and serves the Party’s 
purposes in one or more respects with- 
out actually holding a Party card. 

Is he important in the Communist 
movement? 

Vital. The fellow traveler is the 
HOOK with which the Party reaches 
out for funds and respectability and 
the WEDGE that it drives between 
people who try to move against it. 

What is a Communist front? 

An organization created or captured 
by the Communists to do the Party’s 
work in special fields. The front organ- 
ization is Communism’s greatest weap- 
on in this country today and takes it 
places it could never go otherwise— 
among people who would never will- 
ingly act as Party agents. 

It is usually found hiding among 
groups devoted to idealistic activi- 
ties. Here are ten examples out of 
hundreds of Communist fronts which 
have been exposed: 

1. American Committee for Pro- 
tection of Foreign Born. 
. American Slay Congress. 
. American Youth for Democracy. 
. Civil Rights Congress. 
. Congress of American Women. 
. Council for Pan-American De- 
mocracy. 
7. International Workers Order. 
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8. National Committee to Win the 
Peace. 

9. People’s Institute of Applied 
Religion. 

10. League of American Writers. 

How can a Communist be identified? 

It is easy. Ask him to name ten 
things wrong with the United States. 
Then ask him to name two things 
wrong with Russia. 

His answers will show him up even 
to a child. 

How can a fellow traveler be identi- 
fied? 

Apply the same test as above and 
watch him defend Communists and 
Communism. 

What do Communists call those who 
criticize them? 

“Red baiters,” “witch hunters,” 
“Fascists.” These are just three out 
of a tremendous stock of abusive labels 
Communists attempt to smear on any- 
body who challenges them. 

How do they smear labor opposition? 

As “scabs,” “finks,” “company stoog- 
es,” and “labor spies.” 

How do they smear public officials? 

As “reactionaries,” “Wall Street 
tools,” “Hitlerites,” and “imperialists.” 

What is their favorite escape when 
challenged on a point of fact? 

To accuse you of “dragging in a red 
herring,” a distortion of an old folk 
saying that originally described the 
way to throw hounds off the track of 
a hot trail. 

What is the difference in fact be- 
tween a Communist and a Fascist? 

None worth noticing. 

How do Communists get control of 
organizations in which the majority 
are not Communists? 

They work. Others won’t. 

They come early and stay late. 
Others don’t. 

They know how to run a meeting. 
Others don’t. 

They demand 
won’t. 

They do not hesitate to use physical 
violence or ANY form of persecution. 
They stay organized and prepared in 
advance of each meeting. The thing 
to remember is that Communists are 
trained agents under rigid discipline, 
but they can always be defeated by the 
facts.

“ MISSIONARIES 

ing the past few weeks, the 
st@'y and students of Lee College 
» fu been privileged to have as their 


the Reverend and Mrs. William 
altau, Church of God mission- 
to northern China, and the Rev- 
John D. Staley who has spent 
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twenty years in India. All of these 
missionaries have spoken to the stu- 
dent body, inspiring them with a new 
zeal for the work of God. 

On October 3, Mrs. Baltau spoke in 
the regular Sunday morning service 
at the College. Mrs. Baltau’s message 
was particularly designed to show to 
the students the great need for re- 
newed missionary efforts. She said: 
“I wish I could impress on you how 
very white unto the harvest the fields 
are ...I could speak for hours and 
you still would not know the need.” 
She further emphasized the need by 
saying that the Church of God has 
no missionary in China today, and 
that every minute we wait thousands 
of people go out into eternity without 
God. The Chinese people are hungry 
for the gospel. Mrs. Baltau expressed 
the spirit that every successful mis- 
sionary must have when she said, 
“The Chinese are dirty, but we can’t 
see the dirt. Love covers it up.” 

Reverend Baltau spoke at the chapel 
service on October 8. He told of his 
plans to go back to China in the next 
few weeks, if the way opens. He and 
his wife plan to settle right in the cen- 
ter of communistic activities. To quote 
Reverend Baltau: “The only way to 
stem the tide of communism in China 
is to send more missionaries there. 
Christianity and communism can’t 
walk hand in hand.” He told of how 
someone suggested to him that he get 
some more college training and be- 
come an American consul or vice- 
consul to China. With the spirit that 
every true Christian warrior has, he, 
Baltau, replied, “It would be a demo= 
tion for me to become an American 
consul to China. America is great, 
but the kingdom I represent is going 
to stand for time and eternity.” This 
is the spirit with which Lee College 
wants to inspire its students. 

On Sunday evening, October 3, the 
Reverend Staley spoke to the college 
on “Present Conditions in India in 
Prophecy.” He believes that in the 
next ten years there will be a great 


. revival in India, with from 50 to 150 


million people turning to Christ. Hav- 
ing been around the world three times, 
and spent twenty years in India in a 
position where he could learn the 
facts, religiously and politically, Rev- 
erend Staley speaks with no mean de- 
gree of authority. He said that the 
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Church of God, to survive in India, 
must take into consideration the fol- 
lowing conditions: 

1. Everything in India is being made 
indigenous. In the near future, every- 
one who comes to India to work must 
become a citizen. 

2. The Western missionaries, if they 
are to work with the people of India, 
must recognize the supremacy of the 
Indian people and take second place. 
They must get away from any feeling 
of Western supremacy. 

3. The Church must take part in 
the great social changes being ef- 
fected in India. 

4. The Church must not try to 
force Western Christianity on India. 
He said, “We do not want, in India, 
your Western Christianity-Church- 
anity. We want Christ.” 

May the Lord give the Church of 
God more missionaries with the vision 
and spirit of sacrifice possessed by the 
Reverend and Mrs. Baltau and the 
Reverend Staley. Pray for your col- 
lege that it will be able to produce 
young men and women who will be- 
come just such missionaries.

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Onalifications for the MINISTRY 


INTRODUCTION: The call to the 
ministry is the greatest call to man- 
kind. It is written, “How beautiful are 
the feet of them that preach the gos- 
pel of peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things,” Rom. 10:15. The work of 
the ministry is a broad phase of the 
will of God to man. It is His will that 
all men everywhere hear the message 
of His Son. In order for them to hear 
the gospel, He has selected men of a 
strong heart and unwavering faith to 
preach it. To perform the job of a 
preacher of the gospel of Christ it 
takes more than a weakling or un- 
stable person. A man who will adhere 
to the simple truth and preach it as 
it is written, with power and demon- 
stration of the Spirit, that the people 
may have a knowledge of the Word of 
God rather than the knowledge of the 
minister, is a chosen gospel-bearer. 


RANKS OF THE MINISTRY 


The Bible sets forth three ranks of 
the ministry: 1. The evangelist, for 
the work of the ministry. 2. The pas- 
tor, for the edifying of the body 
(Church) of Christ. 3. The teacher, 
for the perfection of the saints. This 
ministry is to continue until the body 
is come into the unity of the faith, 
unto the knowledge of the Son of God, 
unto a perfect man. Each rank has its 
duty and place to fill. The evangelist 
is for the work of the ministry, evan- 
gelistic work. All ministerial duty is 
work, but a pleasant activity to those 
who have the anointing. But all have 
not the same office, Rom. 12:4. God 
set them in the Church as it pleased 
Him. 1 Cor. 12:18. We are to abide in 
our calling wherein we were called. 1 
Cor. 7:20. If your calling is into the 
evangelistic field, and you are pastor- 
ing, you are out of the setting in 
which God placed you when He called 
you. You may be doing very well in 
pastoral work, but you are out of your 
calling, just the same. Your duty is to 
go into the needy fields among the 
lost and damned, and tell them the 
story of Christ that they may be 
saved. You say, “Why not the other 
ministers go, also?” Jesus told Peter 
regarding what John was to do, “What 
is that to you, if he tarry till I come? 
Feed my sheep.” God gave you the

Feed your people 
on your troubles (God knows we pas- 
tors have plenty of them), and they 
will feed you on the same. 


CONCLUSION: The great need of 
the Church of today is a world-wide 
revival, and that must begin in the 
pulpit. The cry is, “Our pastor is so 
dry and formal.” That means “having 
the outward form without the inward 
reality.” Let me tell you something, 
ministers, we need a new touch of 
that Pentecostal fire in our messages. 


God help us dry and rusty preachers 
to get the vision of the need of the 
Church. Some say we are in a more 
modern age. That is true, but Jesus is 
the same, yesterday, today, and for 
ever. You, as a minister, know what 
the Bible says about men having a 
form of godliness and denying the 
POWER THEREOF: FROM SUCH 
TURN AWAY. That would include you 
and me. The Church will never have 
that old-time revival fire and convic- 
tion of the Holy Ghost upon the 
hearts of sinners until we turn loose 
and let God have His way with His 
Church. Upon this fundamental basis 
the Church of God made its greatest 
spiritual progress. We have the best 
minigters the world affords, full of 
love and hospitality. They have made 
great sacrifices for the gospel cause 
and will make even greater sacrifices 
for the Church of God. God help, 
especially me, to be a greater minister 
and have a fervent message for the 
Church and this lost and judgment- 
bound generation. 


‘What Doth the Lord Require of Thee? 


By JAMES O. CAMPBELL 


Micah 6:6, 7, “Wherewith shall I 
come before the Lord, and bow my- 
self before the high God? shall I come 
before him with burnt offerings, with 
calves of a year old? will the Lord be 
pleased with thousands of rams, or 
with ten thousands of rivers of oil? 
shall I give my firstborn for my trans- 
gression, the fruit of my body for the 
sin of my soul?” 

With these questions the prophet 
paves the way for the one of our cap- 
tion. Most of the queries of life are 
like the ones asked here. They have 
an answer somewhere in the Holy 
Writ. 

The prophet answers his questions 
by saying, “To do justly, and to love 
mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
God.” 

First, “‘to do justly.” That means to 
be as just in our dealings as we should 
be. I once heard of a person who gave 
another a crooked business deal. 
Someone asked him why he did so, 
and he replied, “Oh, that was busi- 
ness.” But that wasn’t good business. 

Second, “to love mercy.” Remember 
that beatitude that says, “Blessed are 
the merciful, for they shall obtain 
mercy.” In other words, we will obtain 
mercy in the same measure that we 
have mercy. Surely this will help us 


to be more considerate of each other. 

Third, “walk humbly with thy God.” 
That is the only way we can walk 
with God. When we feel our impor- 
tance, we are walking with the flesh. 
We can’t walk with the “old man” 
long before we begin to court Mr. 
Satan. 

Turn to what Solomon said in Eccl. 
9:10, “Whatsoever thy hand findeth 
to do, do it with thy might; for there 
is no work, nor device, nor knowledge, 
nor wisdom, in the grave, whither 
thou goest.” If you will also read 
chapter two, you will see that he had 
explored about all the ways that led 
from the path of duty. Then he said, 
“IT returned and saw under the sun, 
that the race is not to the swift, nor 
the battle to the strong, neither yet 
bread to the wise, nor yet riches to 
men of understanding, nor yet favor 
to men of skill, but time and chance 
happeneth to all.” 

Let me conclude with the words of 
Solomon in Eccl. 12:13, “Let us hear 
the conclusion of the whole matter: 
Fear God, and keep his command- 
ments: for this is the whole duty of 
man.” There isn’t any use to stay in 
a whirlpool about God’s will for our 
lives when the answer to one prob-

He must go to 
those who were without the gospel and 
there lay a foundation. He was a 
planter. Others may water the plants, 
but for him, he must venture into 
the new places. He strived to tell 
those who had not heard, so they, too, 
could understand. 


Church of God Missions Striving 

The Missions Department is striving 
to reach those who have never heard 
the old, old story. For some time the 
Missions Board has been combing the 
present fields, adjusting allotments, 
shifting funds to the places of great- 
est need, so that more funds will be 
available to push out beyond our pres- 
ent boundaries to the unreached. We 
are making progress already in several 
places. In South America, among the 
Indians, a great revival is in progress, 
and literally thousands are accepting 
the Lord; even whole tribes, including 
their chiefs, are adopting the Pente- 
costal message as their religion, desert- 
ing their gods of wood and stone. We 
are sending new recruits to China, and 
pushing into the outposts of India

We had an increase of 131 mem- 
bers, 788 persevering saints in the 
first two months of this fiscal year. 
The Lord is really blessing, and from 
the August report from Haiti, we 
noticed there were 577 new con- 
verts, 64 baptized with the Holy 
Ghost, 55 baptized in water, 65 added 
to the Church, and 29 members died.

But in some 
of those countries, the beautiful story 
of Jesus and His love has been cor- 
rupted with the infiltration of idola- 
try and insincerity, until today it is 
our duty, our binding obligation, to 
preach this eternal truth of the glor- 
ious gospel to the ends of the earth, 
and not just run in circles when we 
do it. 


The Disciples Strived 

The apostles and earlier disciples 
felt it imperative that they go, and 
they did go to the then known world. 
A glimpse at history and tradition 
gives the following: 

Peter laid the foundations of the 
Judean Church, and led it onward 
with such momentum that the rulers 
stood aghast. As leader of the Twelve, 
it seems likely that he must have 
visited all the leading church centers 
of the Roman world. Most church 
historians think it is probable that 
about the last year of his life Peter 
did go to Rome, either by the order of 
Nero, or of his own accord to help 
steady the Christians under the ter- 
rific blows of Nero’s persecution. He 
was crucified head downward, not 
worthy to be crucified as his Lord 
was. 

John was the “beloved disciple” who 
founded the churches of Smyrna, 
Pergamos, Sardis, Philadelphia, Lao- 
dicea, and Thyatira. From Ephesus 
he was ordered to be sent to Rome, 
where it is affirmed he was cast into 
a cauldron of boiling oil. He escaped 
by miracle, without injury. He was 
the only apostle who escaped a violent 


‘ death. 


Matthew Tradition says that he 
preached in Palestine for some years 
and then traveled to foreign countries; 
that he wrote his Gospel originally 
in Hebrew, and some years later, 
probably about 60 A. D., issued a more 
complete edition in Greek. The scene

Nicholas Dozenberg, George Mink, 
Philip Aronberg, Charles Dirba, Pascal 
Cosgrove, J. Mindel, Alexander Trach- 
tenberg, Julia Stuart Poyntz, Jack 
Johnstone, Charles Krumbein, and 
Albert Feirabend. 

What central organization controls 
all the Communist Parties of the 
world? 

An organization originally set up 
in Moscow by the Government of 
Russia, and known as the “Commu- 
nist International” called Comintern 
for short. 

What is the best way to combat 
Communism? 

Detection, exposure, and prosecu- 
tion. 

Are these being done? 

Millions of dollars have been spent 
by the Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, Army and Navy Intelligence, and 
other executive agencies to detect and 
keep track of Communists since the 
Party’s organization in this country 
a generation ago. 

Exposure in a systematic way be- 
gan with the formation of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activi- 
ties, May 26, 1938. 

Prosecution of Communists, as such, 
has never taken place in this country, 
as yet. 

Have any Communists been prose- 
cuted on other grounds? 

Yes. For violations of such laws as 
those governing passports, immigra- 
tion, perjury, criminal syndicalism, 
and contempt. 

Is this enough? 

No. The House of Representatives 
maintains this Committee on Un- 
American Activities to study the prob- 
lems of Communism and all other 
subversive movements and recommend 
new laws if it feels they are needed. 

Has the Committee made any such 
recommendations? 

Yes. The latest is H. R. 5852, known 
as the Mundt-Nixon bill, which passed 
the House of Representatives on May 
19, 1948, by a vote of 319 to 58. 

What does this bill do? 

The main points are: 

To expose Communists and their 
fronts by requiring them to register 
publicly with the Attorney General 
and plainly label all their propaganda 


as their own. 

To forbid Communists passports or 
Government jobs. 

To make it illegal for ANYBODY to 
try to set up in this country a totali- 
tarian dictatorship having ANY con- 
nection with a foreign power. 

What is Communism’s 
strength? 

Its secret appeal to the lust for 
power. Some people have a natural 
urge to dominate others in all things. 

Communism invites them to try. 

The money, hard work, conspiracy, 
and violence that go into Communism, 
add up to a powerful force moving in 
a straight line toward control of the 
world. 

What is 
weakness? 

The very things that give it strength. 
For just as some people have a natural 
lust to dominate everybody else, so 
do most people have a natural de- 
termination to be free. 

Communism can dominate only by 
force. 

Communism can be stopped by driv- 
ing every Communist out of the place 
where he can capture power. 

What should I do about all this? 

Know the facts. Stay on the alert. 
Work as hard against the Communists 
as they work against you. 

Where can I get information about 
Communism regularly?

of his labors was Parthia and Ethi- 
opia, in which latter country he suf- 
fered martyrdom, being slain with 
a halberd in the city of Nadabah, 
A. D. 60. 

James was the older brother of 
John and was the first of the Twelve 
to die. He was killed by Herod, 44 
A. D., to ingratiate himself with the 
Jews. 

Andrew and John were Jesus’ first 
converts. Andrew brought his brother, 
Peter, to Christ. Tradition says he 
preached in Asia Minor, Greece, and 
Scythia (Russia). Upon his arrival 
at Edessa, he was taken and crucified 
on the cross, the two ends of which 
were fixed transversely in the ground, 
hence the derivation of the term 
“St. Andrew’s Cross.” 

Philip labored diligently in Upper 
Asia, and suffered martyrdom at 
Heliopolis, in Phrygia. He was scourged, 
thrown into prison, and afterwards 
crucified, A. D. 54. 

Bartholomew preached in several 
countries, and having translated the 
Gospel of Matthew into the language 
of India, he propagated it in that 
country. He was at length cruelly 
beaten and then crucified by the 
impatient idolaters. 

Thomas, called Didymus, preached 
the gospel in Syria, Parthia, Persia, 
and India, where, exciting the rage of 
the pagan priests, he was martyred by 
being thrust through with a spear. 

Jude, the brother of James, was 
commonly called Thaddeus. There is 
a tradition that he was sent to 
Abgarus, king of Edessa, and to Syria, 
Arabia, and Mesopotamia. He was 
crucified at Edessa, A. D. 72. 

James, called “the Little,” preached 
in Palestine and Egypt, according to 
tradition. 

Simon the Zealot (Greek), or Cana- 
nean (Aramaic), preached the gospel 
in Mauritanna, Africa, and even in 
Britian, in which latter country he was 
crucified, A. D. 74. 

Oswald J. Smith said, in substance, 
“No man has a right to hear the gospel 
twice until everyone has heard it 
once.”
